In Peru, the government's counter-insurgency 
campaign against guerrillas of the pro-Cuban 
Movement of the Revolutionary Left (MIR) has 
been indecisive during the past few weeks. 


A. Government forces are currently attempt- 


ing to surround and isolate the principal 
guerrilla band which has been operating in 


east-central Junin Department. The armed 


forces appear to have been energetic, but 


the guerrillas have largely eluded them. 


B,. Government security forces have conducted 


a series of raids on suspected MIR hideouts 


in the La Convencion Valley of southern 


Peru near Cuzco. They have also made a 


number of arrests in this area which have 


served to thwart the MIR’s anticipated of-+ 


fensive in the south.
